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‘Predatory rapist' is jailed for six years 


A 26-YEAR-OLD man 
described as a “predatory 
rapist” has been jailed for six 
years following an attack in 
Greenwich. 

Kwaku Acheampong, from 
Burrage Road, Plumstead, 
was arrested following an 
investigation by the 


Greenwich police’s Sapphire 
Unit. The incident happened 
around 3am on Sunday, April 
26. Acheampong spoke to a 
21-year-old woman leaving 
The 02 venue as she walked 
towards North Greenwich 
tube station. He then led her 
to a quiet spot of wasteland 


nearby where he raped her. 
Police examined hours of 
CCTV footage from around 
the scene and from buses. 
Acheampong was arrested 
on May 6 and forensic 
evidence also linked him 
with the assault. 

He pleaded guilty at 


Woolwich Crown Court. 

DC James Coldham said: 
“This was a very calculated 
offence. Acheampong was a 
predatory rapist. I have no 
doubt he planned to arrive at 
closing time when he knew 
there would be lots of women 
leaving the venue.”

She’s back in fashion thanks to Ravensbourne 


BARELY two years ago 
Georgia Marquiss couldn’t 
have imagined that today 
she would be juggling a 
busy life as a promising 
fashion student and mother 
of a young child. 

Georgia, 18, dreamed of 
creating window displays in 
Harrods and Selfridges. But 
when she became pregnant 
at 17, she assumed these 
childhood dreams were 
shattered. 

Georgia, from Abbey Wood, 
put her career ambitions 
firmly on the back 
burner... until a friend told 
her about the Diploma in 
Foundation Studies course at 
Ravensbourne. Georgia 
sought help from the Her 
Centre and Connexions in 
Greenwich, and was talked 
through all the support 
available. 

She is now studying at 
Ravensbourne, thanks in 
part to the subsidised 
childcare on offer through 


the government’s Care-to- 
Learn scheme. 

Georgia told GT: “I didn’t 
think I’d ever come back to 
college. I thought I’d just get 
a dead-end job once my 
daughter was old enough to 
go to school. Then I went to 
Connexions to find out what 
was available for me and 
things went on from there. 

“The support I received was 
brilliant, it made me realise 
that there are real 
opportunities for young 
single mothers like me.” 

She was nervous about her 
new challenge. “I was a bit 


scared about coming back to 
education. I’d got used to 
doing things in my own time, 
and I thought I’d find it really 
hard getting myself and my 
daughter ready each 
morning,” she said. 

“Meeting other people who 
have children makes me 
more determined to succeed - 
if they can do it, so can I. 
Studying and looking after 
my daughter is a struggle, 
but I really enjoy it.” 

Georgia would like to use 
her experience to motivate 
other women in similar 
situations. She is doing so 


well that she wants to 
progress onto the Fashion 
Degree course when the 
college relocates to 
Greenwich Peninsula in 2010. 

She’s well on her way to 
following in the footsteps of 
one of Ravensbourne’s most 
famous Foundation students 
- fashion designer Stella 
McCartney - and local people 
will soon be able to take 
advantage of the top-class 
opportunities on their 
doorstep. 

The Her Centre Young 
Parents’ Project is collaborating 
with Ravensbourne to deliver an 
ABC Level 1 Certificate in Art, 
Design and Creative Studies. 
The new course focuses on 
fashion and textiles and runs for 
a day a week at the Her Centre 
until the end of February. 

Ravensbourne subject 
leader James Ward said: “I 
hope this course will be the 
start of many community-led 
learning programmes in the 
borough.”

stand for long periods of 
time. Andrew’s sister 
cannot talk or hear after 
contracting meningitis. 

The change came when 
Andrew joined Abbey 
Wood School’s Prince’s 
Trust xl club, an 
alternative curriculum for 
struggling young people. 

Andrew went on to speak 
in front of the whole school 
assembly about his sister’s 
condition and his caring 
responsibilities, bringing 
some teachers and students 
close to tears. Five of his 


GCSEs were at C grade or 
above and he went on to 
study ICT at college. He 
said: “It was really exciting 
to find out I was in the 
Prince’s Trust final, it made 
me realise all my hard work 
had paid off.” 

Up for the same award is 
Zoe Solway, who suffered 
from low self-esteem 
before joining the xl 
programme at Crown 
Woods School. 

Zoe’s GCSE results were 
predicted to be E’s and D’s 
but as a result of all her 
hard work she achieved six 
C+ grades and is now 


taking a year out working 
for her family and gaining 
some work experience 
before going to college to 
study English and 
Sociology. 

Another candidate is 16- 
year-old Alphy Lawrence, 
whose caring 

responsibilities at home 
took their toll. He joined 
the xL programme at 
Crown Woods and became 
a valued member of the 
class and is now studying 
carpentry at college.

MORE than 30 new 
council homes have 
had the go-ahead from 
Greenwich Council - 
and with building due 
to get underway in the 
new year the homes are 
set to make an 
important contribution 
to the housing needs of 
local families. 

The homes will be the 
first to be directly built and 
managed by the council in 
more than two decades, 
during which time 
councils were restricted by 
law from building new 
homes for rent. 

The 34 family homes, 
which will be built on six 
sites across the borough, 
were given planning 
approval by Greenwich 
Council’s planning board 
last week. The new homes 
will be built to high 
environmental standards, 
to help make sure that they 
have a low carbon 
footprint, and to ensure 
that the families who live 
there will be able to enjoy 
lower fuel bills. 

Deputy council leader 
Peter Brooks, told GT: 
“It’s excellent news that 
the government is 
backing Greenwich 
Council in our desire to 
build more family homes 


for local people in 
housing need. 

“Greenwich has a very 
good track record for 
getting new homes built 
for rent, and over the past 
few years our partnership 
work with local housing 
associations has helped to 
ensure hundreds of new 
homes have been built 
across the borough.” 

The council is receiving 
finance for the new homes 
through the government’s 
£100m programme to 
support new council 
house-building. Cllr 
Brooks said: “The new 
government programme 
allows councils to build 
homes themselves and 
offers a great opportunity 
to use local sites for the 
creation of family homes, 
and in particular to help 


meet the housing needs of 
larger families. 

“It’s also an opportunity 
to create job opportunities 
for local people and we 
will be ensuring that our 
contractors work closely 
with Greenwich Local 
Labour and Business to 
ensure that local residents 
have access to work and 
training on these sites. 

“This investment in 
new homes comes on top 
of the programme we 
are already carrying out 
to bring existing council 
homes up to the Decent 
Homes standard, with 
new kitchens and 
bathrooms as well as 
energy-saving measures 
for our tenants.”

I WAS horrified to see 
that Greenwich Time 
referred to infants in 
Deptford Nursery as 
“students”. 

Infants should be 
allowed to develop at 
their own speed, not put 
in a situation where 
every moment of their 
day is programmed, 
leaving no space for 
imagination to develop. 
Will these children ever 
be able to amuse 


themselves without 
direction? 

As a clinical 
psychologist, I believe 
that pushing a child 
before its brain is fully 
developed must be 
dangerous and already 
we can see that despite 
introducing reading 
skills at the age of four, 
the actual reading level 
of children is dropping 
fast. 

I also observe that many 


of these infants are 
exhausted when they 
come home from 
“school”. No child of 
four should be in full- 
time school, and in the 
nursery and reception 
classes there should be 
some quiet corners with 
cushions for tired 
infants to relax and day 
dream. In the old days 
there were cot-beds in 
the class for the first 
year primary children, 


aged five, and I think 
there was a better 
understanding of their 
needs then.

New 

Diplomas 
give students 
on-the-job 
experience

YEAR 9 pupils learned about 
the new Diploma 
qualification during a special 
lesson at Greenwich Heritage 
Centre last week. 

Students from nine secondary 
schools were invited to an hour’s 
workshop to learn about the new 
Diploma courses that will be on 
offer from September next year. 

The one and two-year Diplomas 
are a mix of academic and 
practical learning which offer 
tailor-made courses for young 
people to study alongside 
GCSEs. 

They’ve been developed with 
employers and give students a 
chance to study a subject area 
while they develop practical and 
personal skills and gain 
experience at work. Students can 
use their Diplomas to get a job, 
go into training, further studies 
or on to university. 

Year 9 pupils who are about to 
pick their exam options learned 
more about the new 
qualifications during a two-day 
roadshow at the Heritage Centre 
last Thursday and Friday. 

They watched a DVD, used an 
interactive touch screen 
questionnaire and spoke to 
teachers and advisers at schools 


that will be running the courses 
from September. 

Students will be able to study 
nine subject areas at three levels 
including: Hospitality, Hair & 
Beauty, Creative & Media, 
Construction and the Built 
Environment, Information 
Technology, Retail Business, 
Society, Health and 
Development, Engineering and 
Sport and Active Leisure. 

Greenwich currently offers 
Diplomas in Hospitality, Hair & 
Beauty and Creative & Media as 
part of pilot for the new 
qualification. 

Stephen Wilson, head of 
Hospitality at Shooters Hill Post 
16 campus explained they had a 
group of 12 Hospitality Diploma 
students who prepare and serve 


food in the college’s restaurant 
and cafe. 

“The Diploms are all about 
applied learning so as well as 
looking broadly at a subject, 
students develop the personal 
and thinking skills that 
employers want,” he said. “For 
students who have a real desire 
to go into a vocation the Diploma 
allows them to work towards 
that at an early stage. At 
Shooters Hill students work 
alongside chefs and restaurant 
managers and we’ve got young 
people rising to the challenge of 
engaging in a real work 
situation.” 

Girls from Eltham Hill 
technology college were among 
the first to visit last week’s 
roadshow. 


Thirteen-year-old Lauren 
Bingham from Abbey Wood, 
said: “I’m grateful that we’ll 
have more choice of things to 
study and the Diplomas look 
good because you get lots of 
experience rather than just 
taking about a subject in the 
classroom.” 

Zary Hassan added: “These 
new courses will open loads of 
doors for you if you know what 
you want to do.” 

Aishat Lawson, 13, said: “This 
event today helps teenagers look 
at the alternatives and helps us 
to think about tomorrow.” And 
pal Olachi Onumah added: “If 
you’re in school studying for 
exams this is a real opportunity 
to experience what happens in 
work.”

A flyinq 
start 


I T was the sixth anniversary 
of the start of World War 2 
and the war was over but it 
was on the 3rd of September 
1945 that I joined the Air 
Training Corps. 

This was, and still is, a boys’ 
part-time organisation linked 
to the RAF. 

Several of my friends had 
already joined. We knew that 
when we were 18 we would be 
conscripted into the services. It 
was thought that if you had 
been a member of the ATC 
then you were more likely to 
be accepted into the RAF to 
serve your two years. 

We all joined 1238 Greenwich 
Squadron D flight. Meetings 
for us were held in the front 
room of No 50 Blackheath Hill. 
It was next door to the school 
and we used the school 
playground for drill practise. 
The main contingent of 1238 
squadron was at HQ. This was 
originally at Vanbrugh Castle, 
then moved to 112 Westcombe 
Park Road, and later to a 
house at the bottom of Maze 
Hill. The whole squadron was 
under the command of Flight 
Lieutenant Hammond- Wood. I 
recall that some of the other 
officers were Flying Officers 
Denyer, Pyke and Warrant 
Officer Norrie. 

However, down at D Flight our 
officer was Flying Officer PB 
Fasham. The officers were all 
part time, rather like scout 
leaders who did it on a 
voluntary basis in their spare 
time. Mr Fasham was, I 
believe, an engineer working 
for the Metropolitan Water 
Board in Brookmill Road. 

We would attend, on one, 
maybe two nights a week. 
There we learnt to drill 
(square bashing) and had 
lessons in Morse code, 
navigation by the stars, theory 
of flight, the combustion 
engine, arithmetic and 


English. These were all at a 
fairly rudimentary level, but 
proved interesting to most of 
us. 

You were given a uniform of 
tunic, trousers and forage cap. 
After a while you were able to 
take an exam to get a first 
class cadet badge. This could 
lead to promotion to corporal, 
sergeant and even flight 
sergeant. 

I recall that on one occasion 
we took part in a parade with 
other local groups like the 
Scouts, Sea and Army cadets, 
Boys Brigade and Girls 
Brigade as well as a small 
contingent of 
serving soldiers 
from Woolwich 
Barracks. We proudly 
marched along the 
road from Blackwall 
Lane to Deptford High 
Street. W/O Norrie 
took a cine film of it 
and it was shown to us 
all at a special viewing. 

Wonder what became of 
the film? 

Once a year a week’s 
camp was held. This 
would be at an active 
RAF station; we would be 
billeted on the camp in 
an RAF hut with the 
normal airman’s facilities. 
Food would be eaten in 
the Airman’s Mess. 

If the opportunity presented 
itself it was usually planned 
that cadets would be taken up 
in a plane for a flight usually 
lasting for about 30 minutes. 
This would usually be in a De 
Havilland Dragon Rapide 
(sometimes known as a 
‘Dominie’). This was a twin 
engined biplane that held 
about 10 passengers. 

One camp that I went on for 
the week was at RAF Bosted in 
Essex. This has long reverted 
back to housing and farmland. 
Sometimes there would be an

was in Weigall Road, where 
the Ferrier Estate is now. I 
managed to get into the 
squadron team and we used 
to compete in a competition 
for ‘The Lady Mitchell Cup’. I 
remember once going to 
Bishopsgate Police Station 
to their range to compete 
against another ATC squadron. 
They must have beaten us as we 
never had any follow up until 
trying again the following year. 
We normally used a Mossberg 
American rifle but these were 
not accurate enough for 
competition purposes. Mr 
Fasham who presided over the 
shooting team managed to get 
the use of a single shot BSA 
rifle that was very accurate. 
Another ‘outing’ was to help 
out at a Battle of Britain Week 
air display at RAF Biggin Hill. 
We had to roam around and 
direct visitors to the static 
displays. Sir Winston Churchill 


was paying a visit from his 
nearby home at Chartwell. 

Us band of cadets were 
detailed to line the route up 
to the main buildings and 
hold back any of the crowds. 
As the time approached for 
his arrival the crowds surged 
forward and we had to link 
arms. But we were carried 
forward by the sheer weight 
of pressure from the people 
behind. This was when the 
assembled RAF police 
contingent took over and 
unceremoniously charged at 
us and pushed us all firmly 
back. However, we did catch a 
glimpse of Winston Churchill, 
dressed in a RAF uniform, as 
he got out of his car and was 
escorted to a viewing stand to 
see the air display. The 
aircraft on show included 
Spitfires, Tiger Moths, 
Mosquitos, Lancaster 
Bombers; there was an ATC 
glider demonstration and 
finally a Gloster Meteor, the 
RAF’s first jet fighter. The 
afternoon was altogether one 
to remember, particularly as 
they still hold air displays at 
Biggin Hill. 

Yet another ‘extra’ pastime 
was to learn gliding. This was 
an all-day Sunday trip to West 
Mailing. We would go to RAF 
Kidbrooke to pick up a small 
truck and our flight sergeant 
would drive about six or so of 
us there and back. 

The idea was that you started 
off doing ‘ground slides’. The 
Kirby Cadet Glider would be 
attached to a winch and you 
would be pulled along the 
ground. This was to enable 
you to practise keeping the 
wings level and steady before 
progressing further. The 
overall aim was to get good 
enough to take the glider up 
into the air and to a solo 
circuit and land safely. Then 
you were awarded your glider 
badge. On one occasion I did a 
couple of ground slides and 
then a gust of wind caught 
the glider and precipitously 
took me about 50 feet in the 
air. Luckily the wings kept 
level and I landed safely, if a 
little shaken. 

Working on the old principle 
of ‘if you fall off, get back on 
again’, I was given an extra go 
straight away. 

However, I never did finish 
the course as I got ‘called up’ 
and conscripted into the 
services before I could finish. 

I went in the RAF so the 
system presumably worked.

GREENWICH COUNCIL 

ROAD TRAFFIC REGULATION ACT 1984 - SECTION 14 
TEMPORARY CLOSURE OF GREEN’S END, WOOLWICH 


1. NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that Greenwich Borough Council intend to make an Order the effect of which would be to 
temporarily: 

(a) prohibit all vehicles from entering Green’s End at its junction with General Gordon Place; and 

(b) prohibit buses, taxis and pedal cycles (all other vehicles are already prohibited) from entering Green’s End at 
its junction with Thomas Street; 

(c) prohibit the left turn by vehicles from General Gordon Place into Woolwich New Road. 

2. Alternative routes would be available as follows: 

(a) for the vehicles affected by the prohibition specified in paragraph 1(a) above, via General Gordon Place, then 
south-westwards on Woolwich New Road (the existing “no entry” from Green’s End into General Gordon Place 
would be suspended); 

(b) for the buses, taxis and pedal cycles affected by the prohibition specified in paragraph I (b) above, via Thomas 
Street, then north-eastwards on Woolwich New Road (the existing one-way systems in these roads would no 
longer apply). 

3. The Order is necessary to enable carriageway and footway works to be carried out and it would only apply at such 
times and to such extent as shall be indicated by tne placing of the appropriate traffic signs. 

4. The Order would come into force on 12^ December 2009 and would continue for a maximum period of 18 months, 
or until the works have been completed whichever is the sooner.

THREATENING-looking 
jellyfish conjured up in 
gel-pen and inks - and 
then computerised - 
have won these students 
from Woolwich

Daniel, 15, from Abbey 
Wood, told GT: “I’ve never 
come face to face with a 
jelly fish - but we looked at 
lots of books and on the 
Internet. 

“Going up to the awards 
was quite a good 
experience!” 

Amod, also 15, from 
Welling, contributed work 
to the bottom left of the 
poster. 

He said: “I’ve never been to 
the Oxo Tower before. It was 
great.” 

Byron Parker, the 
headteacher at the 1,500- 
pupil Woolwich Poly, told 
us: “It was such a pleasant 
feeling to visit this year’s 
‘Rivers of the World’ 
exhibition in the Oxo Tower 
and to see our entry in 
pride-of-place.

SHE’S famous for Little 
Voice, and the dizzy PA 
from Ab Fab.

Actress Jane Horrocks took 
time out from her new Annie 
Get Your Gun’ show at the 
Young Vic, Waterloo, to do a 
special Q & A session at the 
girls’ school in Old Mill Road.

Jane Horrocks told GT: “I’ve 
worked in Greenwich.

The mum-of-two, whose own 
parents helped her with her 
original college-applications 
back home in Lancashire, said: 
“The students asked very good 
questions, very intelligent 
questions.”

Rained out cats and dogs

WHILST opening a pile of 
letters a few days ago, we 
came across a letter from our 
local animal charity ‘Adopt- A- 
Dog’ explaining how they are 
struggling in this bad 
economy. 

Like many organizations, they 
are having to cut back on staff 
and expenses, but in addition 
they are also worried that if 
they don’t raise further 
monies, they won’t be able to 
rescue future animals for re- 
homing and thus saving lives. 
Adopt- A-Dog’s big annual 
charity event here in 
Greenwich called ‘Puttin On 
The Dog’ was flooded out this 
year due to a massive 
“nor’eastern” storm. Only 200 
people showed up, in contrast 
to over 5,000 last year. The 
revenue predicted from this 
event was due to make up a 
large proportion of their 
annual operating costs - used 
to care for the rescued dogs 
and cats, who they have taken 
into their care while they 
search for loving homes. 
‘Puttin On The Dog’ last year 
was lots of fun, with various 
animal vendors selling their 
wares, dogs and cats parading 
ready for adoption, while 


other previously adopted dogs 
came back to happily 
participate in the day. In 
addition, there were a number 
of dog competition categories 
- our dog Archie competed in 
the ‘Puppy Love’ category and 
was judged by our local 
resident television personality 
‘Judge Judy’! 

The letter we received was 
very sad but uplifting at the 
same time. In a bid to keep 
their organization operating, 
they have come up with the 
great idea of asking 


supporters to purchase 
‘holiday gift cards’ of $10 each 
for presents this Christmas. 
Another good cost-cutting 
suggestion is for everyone to 
join their email distribution 
list, to keep future mailing 
expenses down. As I’ve 
mentioned before in a 
previous article, animal 
shelters here in the USA are 
run differently than in the UK 
- charities play a vital part in 
rescuing animals from the 
shelters and pounds before 
they are put to sleep, they 


then work hard to find good 
and loving homes. In the UK 
animal charities are widely 
known and recognized, with 
donation boxes being a 
standard fixture in local 
veterinary surgeries. Larger 
organizations such as 
Battersea Dogs Home and the 
RSPCA are deeply ingrained 
into our culture, showing that 
us Brits are really soft 
hearted animal lovers who 
care - which is why I get so 
upset over here when I see 
that animal charities aren’t 
embraced in the same way. 
With the run up to Christmas 
upon us, it’s worth taking a 
moment to give thanks to 
those charitable organizations 
who are struggling to 
continue helping those in 
need, be it people or animals. 
Gratitude can be shown by 
donating spare pennies to a 
favourite charity, by making a 
phone call to pass on your 
words of appreciation and 
encouragement or even by 
volunteering a few hours to 
help keep such worthwhile 
organizations running during 
these hard times - which is 
not only good for them, but is 
also good for the soul.

D ecember 5, 1916. a 

battlefield at the Somme. 
“Retaliation was carried 
out at the Rue D’Ouvert, the 
enemy was using a search 
light beam on trench 67 des 
Marquite.” 

A neat pencil scrawl, steady-handed 
on a parchment over 90 years old, 
betrays none of the fear that must 
have been rampant at the time of 
writing the World War One ledger. 

“The hump at the Rue D’Ouvert was 
shelled in reply for shelling of 
Festubert,” continues an entry from 
the following day. 

The sepia-toned documents, which 
have been stored for 
posterity at the 
Woolwich Arsenal, 
may not have seen 
the light of day since 
the time they were 
written, and actually 
touching a piece of 
history makes the 
candid descriptions 
even more vivid. 

You can almost 
smell the cordite; 
feel the water 
seeping into your 
boots as the mud 
engulfs the trench. 

Hear the shells; see 
the terror etched on 
the Tommies’ faces... 

We are in the archive room at the 
Firepower Museum at the Royal 
Arsenal, Woolwich, reliving the 
extraordinary lives of gunners in the 
army with museum curator Mark 
Smith. 

Citing Britain and America’s 
involvement in Afghanistan and Iraq, 
he told GT: “The public consciousness 
of soldiers is much higher than it has 
been - and people are proud of 
soldiers.” 

There is a staggering two-and-a-half 
million records stored on site (“I’ve

joked Mark) and the museum is 
encouraging members of the public to 
look into their history with an 
exhibition and a book specially printed 
for the purpose. 

On at the museum until the end of 
the year, Real People Real Lives is a 
unique experience that puts visitors in 
the shoes of people whose lives were 
affected by the wars. The ongoing 
exhibition is an interactive way of 
understanding the human cost of 
conflict. 

Mark explained: “It is the story of 
seven people. On 
entering the museum, 
visitors are randomly 
given a card and 
‘become’ that person on 
the card.” 

Information about the 
characters is dotted 
around the museum, and 
the further into the 
display the visitor gets, 
the more they learn 
about the character they 
have become. 

“You find out who that 
person is, and how their 
life is affected by either 
WW1 or WW2,” said Mark. 
“And there are three outcomes at the 
end.” 

Suffice to say, the stark realities of 
conflict are demonstrated in the tragic 
conclusions that bring home the 
sacrifice made by so many military 
personnel throughout the wars. 

The exhibition hopes to spark 
interest in those who may want to 
delve further into personal histories, 
and Is There A Gunner In Your Family 
Tree? is the book that accompanies the 
military presentation. 

It was specially put together by Mark 


and a colleague for the experience. The 


curator said: “The book explains how 
you start the trail to find granddad, or 
the relative you are looking for. We 
give advice to lots of people on how to 
start that journey, and even if you 
can’t find it directly through us, we can 
point you in the right direction.” 

And the emergence of the internet 
has made searching family history a 
lot more accessible. 

“In the last ten years ancestry has 
taken off amazingly - the internet has 
made it a lot easier,” Mark added. 
“The book is a natural progression of 
that interest, but it also tells the 
story of how to go about looking in 
more detail. We have sold over 1,000 
already.” M 

To look in the archives visitors r 
must make an appointment with 
the museum, and there is a 
reading room where hours can 
be spent poring over the 
fascinating manuscripts 
and countless historical 
photos in the cavernous 
vault. 

Just don’t go delving into 
your history with 
expectations too high, 

Mark warned. “They do 
say that you are more 
likely to be related to 
somebody that was 
hanged than to somebody 
who was a king!” he joked.

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 

underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

All’s Welles in new biopic 


ORSON WELLES was a large- 
looming figure in the twentieth 
century movie industry, and a film 
about this imposing mogul is long 
overdue. There are certainly many people 
alive today with fond memories of the 
larger than life character, and they will be 
delighted by the terrific performance of 
Christian McKay as the young and 
ambitious Welles. 

Set in the bustling, thriving New York of the 
1930s, in the most exciting district - 
Broadway - Me And Orson Welles revolves 
around Welles’ ground-breaking production 
of Julius Caesar and a sub-plot featuring a 
fresh faced Zac Efron (High School Musical) 
and sophisticated older woman, Sonja 
Jones (played by Claire Danes) in a tense 
love triangle with the eccentric director. 
That part of the film I did not buy at all - 
and at times I felt that I was intruding on a 
delusional adolescent fantasy. 

Nevertheless, at the premiere in Leicester 
Square there were plenty of young women 
who would give Zac the benefit of 
the doubt. MAOW is a fairly

fairness, Omozusi settled 
down, had a terrific second 
half and played a full part in 
an important victory. His 
understanding with Sam on 
the right flank shows 
encouraging signs of 
improvement. 

As their confidence 
wavered, the Addicks had 
Carl Ikeme to thank for 
spectacularly saving Chris 
Lines’ 35th-minute volley but 
were unlucky not to snatch a 
vital third goal of their own, 
with Jonjo Shelvey's 
netbound drive striking 
Mooney on its way inside the 
right post.

The niggling 
Lines’ halfway line foul on 
Nicky Bailey conceded a free 
kick, from which Dailly 
found Mooney, whose header 
beat Andersen but smacked 
against the crossbar. 
Mooney’s challenge with 
Andersen for the rebound 
was enough to free the loose 
ball which man-of-the-match 
Bailey alertly bundled over 
the line in typical, 
goalpoaching fashion. The 
skipper's return to central 
midfield and recent 
resumption of scoring are 
hardly co-incidental.
